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THE ASSASSIN IN COURT. 


He Acknowledges That He Is an An- 
archist, but Has No Accomplices. 
Lyons, June 26.—Santo, the anarchist and 
President Sardi Carnot, was 
again brought up this morning for examina- 
tion before Examining Magistrate Benoist. 
The prisoner devlared himself to be an 
anarchist, and to be strongly in favor of 

the policy of violence. 

When the examining magistrate asked 
Santo whether he had a personal grievance 
against President Carnot, he replied: 

“No, but he was a tyrant, and Ji killed 
him for that reason,” 

“How did you stab him?’ asked the mag- 


‘istrate, 


“I pushed aside the horses and cuirassier 
and advanced to the carriage. I had a dag- 
ger concealed in my sleeve. I only had to 
raise my hand. I aimed at the stomach, 
and brought my arm down sharply, shout- 
ing ‘Long live anarchy!’ The crowd rushed 
upon me and laid me prostrate. I was 
beaten mercilessly. Is the president dead?’ 
As the magistrate made no 
reply, the prisoner took it for granted that 
his victim was dead. He smiled and, rais- 
ing his hand, imitated the act of stabbing 
the president with undisguised glee. The 
examination lasted four hours. 

Replying to a further’ question, Santo 
Said he acted upen his own initiative and 
had not been engaged in any conspiracy to 
murder the president. The magistrate, how- 
ever, is no convinced that the prisoner had 
no accomplices, as it has been ascertained 
that when Santo stopped at Vienne and 
Montpelier, he had several suspicious con- 
ferences with persons suspected of being 
in league with the anarchists. In addition 
to this, when Santo arrived at Vienne Sat- 
urday, en route to Lyons, he slept at the 
house of an anarchist, and afterwards start- 
ed for Lyons at 3:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon. 

The police investigation into the crime 
has already led to the arrest of three per- 
sons at Vienne, who are believed to have 
been engaged in the conspiracy which re- 
sulted in the murder of President Carnot. 

The authorities believe Santo was the 
agent of the anarchists, and that he wus 
entrusted with the task of murdering the 
president, and that he carried out the in- 
structions which he received at various 
towns between Cette and Paris.. 


RIOTING IN LYONS. 
Italians Stoned and Restaurants 
Sacked and Their Owners Beaten. 
Lyons, June 26.—The disordergghere, and 
at other places in France, resulting from 
the indignation of the people at the assas- 
Siration of President Carnot, continued 
throughout the night. Crowds of rioters 
paraded the streets of the city from the 
time the late president’s remains left Lyons 
until this morning, and, in spite of the 
efforts of the police and military, the mobs 
sacked Italian stores and taverns, and, after 
throwing their contents into the streets, 

made bonfires of everything burnable. 

The situation in Lyons becomes worse 
every hour. This evening a company of 
cavalry charged the rioters with sabres. A 
delegation from the Chamber of Commerce 
went to the prefecture this afternoon and 
demanded that all necessary measures be 
taken to put a stop to the present troubles. 
The impotence of the officiils causes gen- 
eral \discontent. Many persons . demand 
that a state of siege be proclaimed. 

Forty Italian shops in this city have been 
gutted and burned by the mob. The police 
are either powerless to suppress the disor- 
ders or else are disinclined to do so. Any- 
way it is etrange that they are never on 
hand in force until the damage is done, 
though they have in every case had ample 
warning. 

Four rioters were killed today by an ex- 
plosion of petroleum in a store which they 
were sacking. 

SeverdT Italian shops and dwellings were 
attacked and wrecked during the night, 
and all Italians that came in the way of 
the mob were beaten or otherwise mal- 
treated. This morning an attack was made 
upon the Italian quarter by the largest mob 
that has yet gathered since the assassina- 
tion of the president. Italian houses and 
shops were broken into, their occupants 
beaten and ‘barely escaping ‘with their 
lives. 

The mob was finally dispersed by a guard 
of curasiers, headed by the prefect. The 
police patrols arrested 300 of the rioters 
and put them in jail. 

A cordon of soldiers surrounds the Ital- 
ian consulate. ’ 

Two thousand arrests were made today 
in connection with the anti-Italian mani-. 
festation. The greater number of the pris- 
oners were liberated after a short deten- 
tion, and after being cautioned against 
creating further disorder. The anti-Italian 


feeling is still high. An Italian store was 


pillaged and set on fire tonight. 
Returning to Italy. 

Rome, June 26.—Many Italian workingmen 
who were driven out of Marseilles, Lyons 
and Grenoble, are returning to Italy. They 
tell of outrageous brutalities committed by 
unreasoning Frenchmen. They declare that 
many Italians in French towns have been 
wounded, and that some have died of their 
injuries, but that the authorities are con- 
cealing the facts. Dispatches on the sub- 
ject are being exchanged between Rome and 
Paris. 

The French authorities express regret 
that outrages have occurred. and advise a 
closer co-operation of the French and Ital- 
ian police against the anarchists. 

What Louise Michel Says. 

London, June 27.—Louise Michel says of 
the killing of President Carnot: 

“His execution was no more than a sim- 
ple act of justice. In Carnot the bour- 
geoise world was struck at. * Anarchy once 
more deserves wey of mankind. The love 
of mankind is anarchy’s sole object.” . 

The Anarchist Cohen, who was expelicd 
from France a few months ago, has ex- 
pressed a similar sentiment. 

Berlin, June 26—lhe socialist organ,

Tillman and Butler Have Dropped the 
Personalism of Their Fight, 


PEACE HOVERS OVER CAROLINA 


The Senator Sees No Hope of Re- 
liet for the Present. 


ELLERBE- MAKES FUN OF EVANS 


He Declares That His Cousin Is Nursing 
the Governor to Get His Support 
in the Rage. 


Chester, S. C., June 26.—(Syecial.)—The 
campaign meeting her today gave promise 
of the discussion of public measures rather 
than personal, as. heretofore. After all the 
talk of danger, blood and assassination; 
after the incipient rows of last week, and 
after the dally application of verbal mus- 
tard plasters on the backs of opposing can- 
didates, it does seem as if peace is hover- 
ing over the land. Both Governor Tillman 
and General Butler spoke here -today, and 
neither one of them used a word that could 
offend the other. 

Whatever “lambasting’’ there was was 
being done decently, and in order. Predic- 
tions of the early arrival of the millennium 
are now freely made, How long this peace- 
ful state will last is quite another question, 
and no predictions on that line are pre- 
dicted. 

We had plenty of fun today, however. 
General Ellerbe and Senator John Gary 
Evans furnished the circus, and did their 
best at laughing each other out of the race. 
There were about 800 people gt the meeting, 
and North Carolina furnished about ope 
hundred of them. They were divided be- 
tween Tillman Coxeyites and Butler Coxey- 
ites. Governor Tillman did not indulge “in 
the sweet satisfaction of a hand primary, 
and the Butlerites comment on this derelic- 
tion as an indication that the governor was 
not sure of his crowd. The governor’s fol- 
lowers were, however, slightly in the ma- 
jority, but it must be said that General 
Butler made more than one hit in his speech 
that seemed to gain friends from among 
those who had been doubtful. 

Decline in Values. 

In his speech, Governor Tillman scored 
the ‘“‘democratic party for its treachery” 
and “Cleveland for the betrayal of his 
trust.’’ He dealt at length with the money 
question and other “issues,” telling hew the 
stock and bondholders of Wall street had 
manipulated congress in regard to the issue 
of paper money so that they controlled the 
outiet of money, prices and products. SBil- 
ver had shrunk, and with it the pockets of 


the people shrunk. This country is paying | 


interest and not issuing its own money be- 
cause one-half of the people are bam- 
boozled by the newspapers and manipula- 
tors to vote the:other half down. The 
money power is always on top and the 
thieves, in both parties join hands to keep 
the people poor and make themselves rich. 
Belief Is Distant. 

General Butler got here just as the speak- 
{ng began, after having driven thirty miles 
across the country from Hartsville. He, 
too, discussed issues, and threw no rocks. 
He said that, while fighting for the recogni- 
tion of silver, he received many letters from 
the north threatening to blow him up with 
dynamite, but that he did not mind that. 
He saw no financial relief for the people 
as long as Cleveland was president. He 
thought the tariff bill would be passed this 
week, and that its passage would bring 
better times. 

Being asked how he voted on the anti- 
option bill, he said he voted for the George 
amendment providing that persons who 
gambled in futures be placed in the penl- 
tentiary, and that the Bill as it came from 
the house was nothing more in effect than 
a piece of bank paper. He was for free 
silver because it would enlarge our cur- 
rency and make products bring more, He 
closed with an eloguent plea for unity. If 
he could be the instrumentality in getting 
them to bury their animosity, he would 
gladly lay down his robes of office’ or, if 
necessary, sacrifice his life. 

Ellerbe Goes for His Cousin. 

General Ellerbe pitched into John Gary 
Evans for trying to swing into otfice on 
Governor Tillman’s coat tail. He said 
Evans went to Columbia once a wees, put 
his’ arms around the governor and cried: 
“Oh, how I love old Ben.’ 
Evans with voting in the senate against 
salary reduction.’ In reply, Evans said that 
he had championed salary reduction and 
that when the bill was about ‘to pass, Jim 
Norton, Ellerbe’s chief clerk, came to him 
and begged him.for God's sake to save their 
salaries. Evans added that when he told 
them they must stand it, as they had prom- 
ised the peopie, it put them to bed. Evans 
said Ellerbe was a reformer, even if it was 
for revenue. H@ told it on Ellerbe that 
when the administration refundéd the state 
bonds, instead of Ellerbe being there to 
sign them, he had them sent to ‘his home, 
in Marion, at an expense of $300 to the state.

The Boycott Declared on the Pallmans 
Does Not Extend Far. 


ENGINEERS DO NOT GO INTO I? 


They Are Notified by Their Officers 
to Keep}:Hands Of. 


DEPUTY MARSHALS CALLED OUT 


There Is Littlo Prospect of Sucqcess. 
"Chicago W orking Men Meet—Cincin- 
nati’s Men Refure toiGo Oui. 


Chicago, June 2.--fhe boycott declared 
against the Pullman Palace C@8r Company 
by the American Railway Union went into 
effect at 12 o’clock today. The order is 
gupposed to include every railroad in the 
United States which handles Pullman cars 
and is declared by the union officials thats 
every road which insists upon running the 
sleepers must be subject to a strike if 
necessary. 

The switchmen in the freight yards of the 
Illinois “Central went out at 6 o’elock this 
evening and no freight of any character is 
being handled in the yards as a result of 
the boycott. The order was issued this 
afternoon, but not observed until late and 
after it became apparent the Illinois Cen- 
tral officials were determined to run the 
Pullman cars. 

In addition to the freight switchmen it 
is expected that the men working in the 
woper yards handling the passenger trains 
will go out tomorrow morning. The strike 
Was sudden, and so far is effective, taking 
the officials by surprise and leaving the 
work in the yards here in bad shape. 
> When the boycott order became effective 
this afternoon it marked the beginning of 
what is expected to be the greatest strug- 
Bie between capital and labor ever inaugu- | 
rated in one common effort to secure better 
wages, and while the boycott is ostensibly 
declared as a demonstration of sympathy 
in behalf of the strikers,in the Puliman 
shops it is im reality a life and death strug- 
gle between the greatest and most power- 
ful railroad labor organization and capital. 
Success in the Pullman boycott means the 
permanent success of the one organization 
through which it is sought to unite all em- 
ployes of railroads. For this reason the 
strike on the Illinois Central will be of the 
greatest moment both to the employes and 
the railroads. About 400 men are included 
in the Freight Switchmen’s Union, but if 
the passenger switchmen go out it will 
swell the number to’ about 500. 

Senling the Sleepers. 

It had been announced today that no 
trains to which Puliman sleepers were at- 
tached would be permitted to go out of the 
Illinois Central depot after 1 o’clock, and 
as a precautionary measure the company 
had all of its passenger trains made up 
last night. The coaches were chained to 
gether, padlocked ard sealed with the com- 
pany seal at the couplings and in addition 
each train carried a guard of ten special 
officers employed by the railroad. 

The first train left at 1:15 o’clock and 
three others sent out up to 9 o’clock tonight 
with guards and from one to two sleepers. 
The engineers and trainmen received or- 
ders from their chiefs today not to take 
part in the boycott or assist the union in 
any way and the railroad company relied 
on this, to a great extent, in getting out 
their trains. 

The Order General Today. 

Up to a late hour tonight no other orders 
for strikes were issued, but tomorrow it 
is understood that American Raslway 
Union men on the entire Ililinois Central 
system will be called out unless the officials 
consent to join in the Pullman boycott. 
On the other roads no trouble’ was had in 
running out trains. It is evidently the 
intention of the union’s officiais to allow 
the Pullman cars to be carried out of 
Chicago, but to prevent their return. 

Vice President Harahan, of the Illinois 
Central, said tonight: 

“The freight switchmen could not have 
chosen a better time to strike as far as 
we are concerned. We are not moving 
much freight now or passengers.” 

Mass Meeting of Workingmen., 

A mass meeting of about 1,000 railroad 
men, trainmen and yard employes of the 
roads entering the city from the southside, 
was held this evening, and President Debs, 
of the American Railway Union, and Vice 
President Howard, of the same, organized 
the gathering. 

At St. Paul the first serious effect of the 
American Railway Union's attempt to boy- 
cott the Pullman company was felt at noon 
when all the car cleaners, machinists and 
carpenters employed on Pullman cars in 
the Northern Pacific yards, deserted their 
piaces. At the Como shops all the painters 
and carpenters repairing Pullman coaches 
laid down their hammers and brushes and 
went quietly to their homes, 

At 4:15 o’clock p. m., when the Portland 
express was made up American Railway 
Union men attempted to get the train 
crew to desert their places. Several offi- 
cers of the Northern Pacific company were 


summoned to the depot and after a plea 


3 that it be unjust to the passengers to delay’ 


them the men consented to move the train, 
leaving the depot at 4:32 o’clock, about 
seventeen minutes late. 

No Strike at Cincinnati. 
At Cincinnati there was no attempt to 


“tle up the Pullman cars. During the day

GUARDING THE TRAINS. 


Pullman Cars Leave Chicago Without 
Molestation. 


Chicago, June 26.—The vestibuled train on 
the Illinois Central railroad left for New 
Orleans at 1:35 o'clock p. m. today, schedule 
time, without any interference on the part 
of the members of the American Railway 
Union or their sympathizers. All the 
coaches were chained, locked and sealed, 
tne train consisting ‘of three ‘Pullman 
coaches, besides the baggage car and en- 
gine. On the platforms of each coach stood 
detectives of the railroad prepared to resist 
any attempt which might be made to cut 
the Pullman cars. One hundred members 
of the railway union were, at the Twelfth 
street depot, where the train was made up, 
put there was not the slightest demonstra~- 
tion. A squad of city police were also at 
the station to preserve order. The 2 o'clock 
train on the same road, having one Puil- 
man coach attached, also left on time with- 
out any interference. The Pullman car was 
fastened to the train in the same manner 
and the company will have extra guards at 
all the stations on the way. 

Strikers Assassinate a Man. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 26.—(Special.)— 
An attack was made today upon the miners 
who have returned to work at the New 
Seddy mines, near Rathburn, Tenn., by 
about thirty miners who still continue to 
strike. Those who were attacked were g0- 
ing to work and were fired upon from ‘am- 
bush. One man was mortally wounded. 

Scotch Miners Strike. 

Edinburgh, June 26.—The strike of Scotch 
coal miners began this morning, 60,000 men 
ceasing to work. The gtrike has also thrown 
29,000 steel workers out of employ ment. 
They are idle on account of a lack of fuel. 
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SEVERE, STORM AT LOUISVILLE. 


Houses Unroofed and Several Persons 

, Injured by Electricity. 

Louisville, Ky., June 26.—Louisville was 
visited this afternoon by a severe wind 
and electrical storm, which lasted half an 
hour. Many houses were unroofed and razed 
and the occupants had narrow escapes. 
Large shade trees were blown down and 
several people were injured by electric 
wires. The storm came from the southwest, 
accompanied by heavy rain. The path of 
the storm was almost identical with that 
taken by the fatal tornado of March 27, 
1890. Twelve persons had a narrow escape 
™ the house at Twenty-cighth street, and 
Greenwood avenue. Mrs. Herman Zeilich, 
her children and a neighbor were in the 
house when the. storm struck. The roof 
was blown off and carried 200 feet. The cc- 
cupants of the house were buried in the 
falling debris, but none were seriously in- 
jured. ' 

At the jeans clothing plant of Tabb, 
Leathers & Co., on West Main street, where 
200 girls and women are employed, a panic 
reigned. Long rows of sewing machines are 
run by electricity. The wires feeding them 
became ovércharged and many of the girls 
were shocked or fainted. Mary Wager was 
badly burned about the arms and neck, 
as was also Belle Ackerman. Both are in a 
serious condition, the latter being in con- 
vulsions up to a late hour. ‘iwelve other 
girls were carried out insensible, but soon 
revived. 

Directly opposite, two men—George Eng- 
leert and Louis Klopheek—were badly 
shocred and burned by falling’ electric 
wires. Many miner accidents are reported, 
but no fatalities. - 

In New Albany, Ind., directly across the 
river, the wind was also severe and much 
damage resulted fro mfalling trees. 


MACHER WAS POISONED. 


His Wife and a Neighbor Are Suspect- 
ed of the Crime. 

Knoxville, Tenn., June 26.—(Special.)— 
The Constitution of June 9th contained an 
account. of the sudden death of Paul Ma- 
cher, a leading German citizen of Knox- 
ville, under very suspicious circumstances. 

Macher was strong, hearty and a six- 
footer. The cause of his death was given 
by his wife as inflammation of the bowels. 
The married life of the pair was unhappy 
and neighborhood gossip associated the 
names of Mrs. Macher and a _ neighbor 
rather too freely. Macher was a member 
of the Teutonia lodge of Knights of Honor 
and the dictator of the lodge. J. L. Wen- 
ning, hearing rumors and struck by the 
suspicious circumstances of the death, 
called upon (he coroner to cause an au- 
topsy.

Upon this report the coroner’s 
jury found a verdict that the “Deceased 
came to his death by arsenical poisoning 
in unknown form and by unknown hands.”

SALARIES IN: GEORGIA CHANGED 


Available Money for*‘Running This Gove 
ernment Is Getting Scarce—Mr. Cleve 
land Intended to Create Confidence. 


Washington, June 26.—(Special.)—Postmas- 
ter General Bissell has sent out a circular 
letter to postmasters, warning -them not 
to interfere in political matters. The gist 
of the order is in this paragraph: 

“The influence of federal office holders 
should not be felt in the manipulation of 
political primary meetings and nominating 
conventions. The use by these officials of 
their position to compass their selections 
as delegtes to political conventions is in- 
decent and unfair, and proper regard for 
the proprieties and requfrements of official 
place will also prévent their assuming the 
active conduct of political campaigns.’’ 

Mr. Bissell was asked if his circular means 
that no postmaster shall participate in a 
political convention as a delegate. 

“It does,” he replied, emphatically. 
«“Will a postmaster who violates this or- 
der be dismissed from the service?’ was 
asked. 

“I can’t say that,’’ was the postmaster 
general’s reply. 

“I cannot sit in judgment upon an act 
that has not been committed. I cannot 
cross a bridge till I come to it. But I will 
Say that violations of this order will be 
treated the same as violations of other 
orders and regulations of the department, 
and when complaint is made or charges Are 
filed, they will be acted upon in the regulay 
course of business.”’ 

“Then, it isn’t a bluff?” Spe 

“No, sir; it is not a bluff. It is as serious 
and sincere as any order that has ever 
emanated from this department.”

years. But the senate is far behind. It 
has not passed: a single appropriation bill 
up to date. All of these appropriations go 
into effect the lst of July, the beginning 
of the new fiscal year. Without the money 
available the government machinery must 
stop. Of course the senate cannot now 
pass any of the bills before the Ist. To 
get around this a joint resolution will be 
rushed through both houses during the 
morning hours some day this week which 
will provide for the continuation of all 
the old appropriations for thirty deys. By 
this means the government machinery’ wil} 
continue, and at the end of thirty days it 
is to be hoped that the senate will have 
got sufficiently in motion to accomplish 
something.

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A TRAGEDY IN OGLETHORPE. 


Mrs. Dillard and Her Son-in-Law Are 
Suspected of Murder.

AS TO TAXING INCOMES. 


Senator Hill Makes a Vigorous but 
Unsuccessful Fight. 
Washington, June 2.—A resolution offered 
on May l15th by Mr. Allen of Nebraska, 
calling for information as to the total num- 
ber of persons engaged in protected indus- 
tries whose wages may be affected by tariff 
legislation, was taken up. ‘An effort was 
made on the part of the republican senators 
to have it referred to the finance committee, 
and after a motion to that effect was defeat- 
ed—yeas; 16; nays, 27; all democratic senators 
voting with Mr. Allen in the negative— 
the resolution went over without further 
action, and at 10:30 o’clock the tariff bill 
was laid before the senate, the pendin 
Guestion being on th@income tax provisions. 
Mr. Hill withdrew an amendment, which 
he had offered before the adjournment on 
Saturday, to strike out the exemption from 
taxation of the income of United States 
bonds so ‘exempted by the law of 
their issuance; and he suggested 
to make the clause read “the - prin- 
cipal and interest of which are, by the law 

of their issuance,’ etc 

That suggestion was accepted by Mr. 
Vest on the part of the finance committee, 
and the clause was so modified. 

Then Mr. Hill stated that the reason why 
he had offered his amendment last Satur- 
day, which he now admitted should not be 
agreed to, was to call the attention of the 
people to the fact that $635,000,000 of property 


was by this clause taken out of the taxable | 


property of the country. He then offered an 
amendment to include within the exemption 
the bonds of a state, county, municipality 
or town, and he made an argument in sup- 
port of that amendment. 

Mr. Vest opposed the amendment, and a 
number of genators had something to say 
upon the subject, Messrs. Sherman, Teller, 
Platt and other republicans favoring Mr. 
Hill’s amendment. be 

When it came to a vote, it was rejected— 
yeas, 25; nays, 30. Al) the republicans voted 
for it, as well as th¥ee democrats—Messrs. 
Gray, Hill and Pugh. Two populists, 
Messrs. Allen and Peffer, voted against it. 
Another populist, Mr. Kyle, and Mr. Smith, 
democrat, of New Jersey, were paired with 
the republicans. Mr. Irby, democrat, sided 
with his party. 

The vote was taken and the amendment 
Was rejected—yeas, 27; nays, 30. Four dem- 
ocratic senators—Messrs. Caffery, Gray, Hill 
and Pugh—voted for the amendment. Mr. 
Morgan would have voted for it but for 
his pair with Mr. Quay, republican, of Penn- 
sylvania, who would also have voted for 
it. The populist senators, Messrs. Allen 
and Peffer, together with Mr. Irby, voted 
against it, and the other populist senator, 
Mr. Kyle, was paired with: Mr. Lodge, of 
Massachusetts. 

As to Banks. 

Sections 59, 60 and 61 were, on motion 
of the finance committee, struck out and 
substitutes for them were agreed to. 
They relate to the income tax of banks, 
insurance companies and other corporations 
and provide that the tax shall be levied on 
the net profits or income, above the actual 
operating and business expenses, losses and 
interest on bonded and other indebtedness 
of these corporations. The amendment as to 
mutual insurance companies or associations 
conducted solely on the mutual plan for 
the benefit of their own members, was 
offered by Mr. Vest on the part of the 
finance committee. It provides that the tax 
shall not apply to “any insurance company 
or wssociation which conducts all.its busi- 
ness solely upon the mutual plan, and only 
for the benefit of its policy holders or mem- 
bers, and holding all its property in trust 
and in reserve for its policy holders or 
members; nor to that part of the business 
of any insurance company having a capital 
stock and shareholders, which is conducted 
on the mutual plan separate from its stock 
plan of insurance, and solely for the bene- 
fit of the policy holders’‘and members in- 
sured on said mutual plan, and holding all 
the property belonging to and derived from 
said mutual] part of its business in trust and 
reserve for the benefit of its policy holderg 
— members insured on said mutual plan,”. 

ir. Allison moved to strike out of the 
first paragraph-of the substitute the words 
“and all other corporations, companies or 
associations doing business for profit in the 
United States, no matter how created and 
organized.’”’ He offered the amendment so 
as to exempt small shareholders, whose in- 
come was not large enough to subject them 
to an income tax, from having to pay a 
tax upon their dividends from these corpor- 
ations. 

Mr. Allison modified his amendment by ex- 
empting corporations having a bona fide 
paid up capital not exceeding $100,000. He 
said that this would exempt from the exac- 
tions of the taxgather associations of 
mechanics and of farmers, in the way of 
creameries, etc. 

Without disposing of Mr. Allison’s amend- 
ment, the senate, at 6:15 o'clock, after a 
short executive session, adjourned until 
tomorrow at 10 o’clock a. m.

$5,000 damages. The complaint Says that

Masked Robbers Get $1,222 from a 
Southern Express Car, 


SIX MEN ENGAGED IN THE WORK 


They Went About the Work ina System- 
atic Manner—Dogs anda Posse Fail 
to Find the Trail 


Sevannah, June 2.—Train No. 6 of the 
Savannah, Florida and, Western railway 
from Thomasville, due to arrive here at 
7 o'clock this morning, was held up one 
nulle this side of Homerville, 126 miles south- 
west of Savannah, this morning at 1:50 
masked white men, The 
safe in the express car was robbed of its 
contents, $1,222 in cash. Two of the men 
boarded the train at Homerville, concealing 
themselves behind the tender. As soon as 
it started they climbed over the tender, 
covered the engineer and firenran with 
pistols and told Engineer Jenkins to stop 
when ordered. About a mile from Homer- 
ville the order was given and the train 
brought to a standstill. Then four other 
masked men joined the party, and, while 
two kept the engineer covered, they pro- 
ceeded to get into the express car. 

Conductor Farris came out with a train 
hand to investigate the cause of stopping, 
but did not stand on ceremony when order- 
ed to return to his car. While tw@ of the 
men Kept watch the other two ordered the 
express messenger, Calder, to open the 
door. He refused, and was then told he 
had better get out of the car. He heard 
one of the men lizhting a fuse, and before 
he could reach the corner a dynamite car- 
tridge exploded, breaking the door from its 
fastenings and completely stunning the mes- 
senger. When he came to he was looking 
into the barrel of a pistol, and was ordered 
to throw up his hands. He did not hesitate 
long, and when told to open the safe he 
did so, taking the packages out as ordered. 
The robber—there was only one in @he car— 
gathered up the money in his arms, and 
went to join his associates. They got into 
the engine, made the fireman uncouple it 
from the ‘cars, and then compelled both 
engineer and fireman to leave it. 

They took the engine, ran up to a point 
in the woods near Argyle, eleven miles from 
the scene of the robbery, where they left 
the engine and took to the woods. As soon 
as they left, word was sent to the officials 
here, who ordered a freight to bring up the 
passenger coaches to their engine. 

Sheriff Frank Dickerson, of Thomas 
county, one of the most daring officers in 
the state, at. the head of a posse, reached 
tne scene about four hours later, and, with 
a pack of hounds from McRae’s convict 
camp, Started in pursuit of the robbers, 
who were thought to have gone off in the 
direction of the Okefinokee swamp, which 
is thirty miles away. The officials believe 
the will be captured. Up to 8 
o'clock tonight. the dogs had not caught the 
trail. The robbers did not enter the mail 
car nor any of the passenger cogches, 
their only apparent object being to secure 
the money in the express car. The passen- 
gers were alarmed for. the 
time being, but no one was hurt. The train

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Silver Coinage---Now or Never! 

Several days ago The Constitution, in 
An editorial paragraph calling atienticn 
to the fact that both of the democratic 
candidates for the gubernatorial nomi- 
nation were “for the free coinage of sil- 
ver now,” said, “the anti-silver men will 
have to, support one of these men for 
governcr if they support anybody.” 

This comment was by no means a 
new one. It had been made at frequent 
Intrevals during the campaign and not 
until we reeeived trom General Evans 
the communication published yesterday, 
did we know that we had misrepre- 
sented him. Cervainly such was not our 
intention, and had our attention been 
called to the matter before the general’s 
Withdrawal, or at any time in the oft- 
repeated appearance of the coinment 
during the past two months, we would 
gladly have done the general the justice 
of a correction. 

in his eard General Evans, in re- 
ferring to “the free coinage of silver 
right now,” says it “is populism of the 
extreme kind,” and he adds: 

I have constantly declared in all public 
utterances that I am’in favor of the free 
coinage of silver and gold on a parity, so 
that the money of the people shall be in’ 
Buch quantity and quality as is demanded 


by the constitution of the United States. 
It was not our intention to editorially 


discuss the matter, and for this reason 
General Evans's card was published 
yesterday without comment. Our even- 
ing contemporary, however, has taken 
occasion to seize upon the card as an 
argument to impress upon the peaple of 
Georgia the fact-that the democracy of 
this state prefers the single gold stand- 
ard, as at present constituted, if it can- 
not reach bimetallism through the wind- 
ing and endless route of international 
agreement. It holds that as General 
Evans has, since lis withdrawal, repu- 
diated “free coinage right now,” Judge 
‘Hines, the populist nominee, is the only 
candidate who stands upon that plat- 
form, for of Mr. Atkinson's position 
The Journal quotes a part of his Monti- 
cello speech to demonstrate that he is 
not in favor of “free coinage right now.” 
In this speech Mr. Atkinson, as quoted 
by The Journal, said: | 

The democratic platform declares in fa- 
vor of the use of both gold and silver as the 
Blandard money of the country, and for the 
coinage of both on equal terms and with- 
put charge for mintage, but to circulate on 
a parity. In the platform there are three 
propositions by which this parity may he 
obtained: First, by international agree- 
ment; second,*by the coinage of a dollar 
datrinsically worth as much as evry. other 
dollar; third, by legislative safeguards. 

While declaiming azainst misrepre- 
sentation, The Journal is guilty of the 
most perverse kind in quoting garbled. 
extracts from Mr. Atkinson’s addresses 
for the purpose of misrepresenting his 
position, apparently to bolster@ts own. 
There is an old Saying that the most 
dangerous misrepresentation is that 
which is carried in the telling of only a 
part of the truth, and in garbling, as 
The Journal has done, it has been guilty 
we hope, unintentionally, of this serious 
offense. 


To have done Mr. Atkinson justice, in- 
stead of stopping the quotation of his 
speech at the point above indicated, it 
would have continued, as Mr. Atkinson 
did in almost every oe of his public 
speeches in Georgia, as follows: 

I favor the free and unlimited coinage of 
gold and silver NOW. From fhe Gays that 
the crowned heads of Europe struck down 
silver the people have suffered. The na- 
tional platform announces two plans for 
free coinage—one by international agreg- 
ment, the other by legislation. The first 
plan is too remote, and, therefore, we 
should proceed, by legislation, to coin gold 
and silver as primary money of final pay- 
ment. This will increase the circulation. 
Silver coinage isnot to be favored as a 
theory, but as a thing we need right now. 


It is time enough to talk of ra 
tio w 
the necessity actually arises. — 


This: was the position taken by Mr. 
Atkinson in his first joint debate with 
General Evans at Griffin. It was re- 
peated at Athens, and then regularly 
throughout the state, and emphasized 
only three days ago by him in his Con- 
yers address after the announcement of 
the withdrawal of General Evans: 

Mr..Atkinson’s aggressiveness on the 
silver question was evidently the result 
of his determination to take advantage 
of his opponent’s failure to go as far 
on this question as he had gone. In his 


- Athens speech General Evans spoke as 
8: 
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wovld have the free coinage at. I haven't 
the slightest objection to saying that it is 
my opinion that the present ratio ought to 
be the beginning point—that is, 16 to 1. 
Now, on this financial question, I believe 


that the business men ought to take hold. 


of it. We may commence the coining at 
the present ratio and tne financial wisdem 
of the country should take hold and settle 
the question, should it appear that the ra- 
tio is wrong.

This evidently did not go as far as 


Mr. Atkinson was prepared to go, and 
taking advantage of the sentiment of 
the peopie Mr. Atkinson in his rebuttal 
chalienged his opponent to meet the 
public demand on the silver question. 

As the campaign progressed and after 
the conclusion of the joint debates, Mr. 
Atkinson still continued to take advant- 
sge of what he.charged to be General 
Evans’s reticence on the silver ques- 
tion. The Constitution earnestly de- 
fended General Evans from the attacks 
of Mr. Atkinson, which we betieved to 
be uncalled for. We thought we were 
speaking advisedly in announcing that 
General Evans went just as far on the 
silver question as Mr. Atkinson, had 
gone, and so announced throughout the 
campaign. 

In his Millen address, delivered on the 
20th of April and sent broadcast 
throughout the state by his cumpaign 
committee, Mr. Atkinson spoke as fol- 
lows: 

I believe that one of the greatest de- 
mands of this courtry is for an increase 
of currency, and to that end that Um 
states should have the power which they 
enjoyed under the constitution in an ear- 


lier, better and more glorious days of this 
republic; that the tax of 10 per cent on the 


| issues of state banks sheuld be repealed, 


and the power restored to the states to 
protect their own citizens against wrong, 
against oppression and against financial 
panics brought on by the power of the 
money lenders to concentrate their money 
in a. few favored centers in the north, to 
contract the currancy end oppress the poor 
people of this country. (Applause.) I be- 
lieve that an international agreement is the 
best "means by wuaich we can adjust the 
Silver question, but, my vountrymen, we 
have waited on that for years and yea®. 
We have waited for the creditor classes of 
the world to come to the relief of the 
debtor classes, for the powers of the old 
world to come to an agreement upon this 
question. They have failed or refused to 
do anything. Therefore, as Americanos, as 
freeicen, as a country proud of itg inde- 
pendence—conscious of its matchless re- 
sources, of its immeasurabie wea'th—con- 
scicus of the fact that we have sustained 
our politeal independence—let us advance 
to the duty of the hour and take hold of 
tne gold and Silver question, and give to 
our people the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver, whether it suits 
the monarchs of the old world or not. (Ap- 
plause.) If Americans cannot control Amer- 
ica, it is time that we renew our) allegiance 
to old England, and again acknowledge 
her as our master. 

In his address at Conyers delivered 
last Friday, Mr. Atkinson declared that 


a. 


“it is tne duty of a political party to be 
honest with the people, just as it is the 
duty of an individual to be honest in 
all his obligations, as the party’s first 
dity is to stand by the pledges which it 
makes to the people.” On the silver 
question he*said: 

I believe in the free and unlimited coin- 
age of both gold and silver. We differ with 
our friends in the east on the currency 
question, and it is our duty to put forward 
men to represent our views, who can im- 
press thosé views upon the country and 
the world. Now, I differ with the president 
ana the administration upon some of the 
details relating to the settlement of this 
qugstion. All of us—Cleveland and ail—be- 
lieve in gold and silver currency. Mr. Cleve- 
land believes in silver as money and in-the 
coinage of it on equal terms with gold, but 
he believes that the only wy to do this is 
by international agreement. There is 
where I and a great many other members 


‘of the party, especial y here in the south, 


differ with him. An international agre2- 
ment is, in my opinion, too remote a con- 
tingency to consider now.

An Aati-Anarchist Bill. 

The bill introduced by Congressman 
Stone, of Pennsylvania, defining an- 
archy and providing penalties for the 
crimes committea by anarchists is on 
the right line, but it does not go far 
enough. 

Under the bill a person appointed by 
any organization to unlawfully take 
human life or- unlawfully destroy prop- 
erty when such destruction would 
probably cause the loss ef human life, 
is fn anarchist. When an anarchist at- 
tempts the life of any person holding 
office under the constitution and laws of 
the United States, or attempts the 
‘destruction of any property where the 
probable result would be the loss of Iife 
of any federal official or employe the 
penaity shall be hanging and the sen- 
tence suall be executed by the marshal 


| 


of the district in which the crime oc- 
curred. . 

This is the synopsis of the bill as re- 
ported in our telegraphic columns yes- 
terday, and it strikes us that it should 
be amended so as to provide for the pun- 
ishment of* anarchists whose pro- 
gramme falls short of the destruction 
of life and property. The men who in- 
cite people to anarchy should be pun- 
ished, and the individuals and societies 
directly responsible for disorder threat- 
ening the loss of life or property should 
be classed with the anarchists. The 
bill should not provide alone for the 
protection of officials. It should punish 
as anarchists all persons in this country 
who attempt to carry out the instruc- 
tions of any society or meeting to 
destroy anybody’s life or property, and 
all persons advising others to commit 
such crimes should also be . severely 
punished. 

For a long time agitators {n Chicago 
and New York have been permitted to 
speak and write in favor of the use of 
dynamite against capitalists and the 
police, but «hey have been allowed to 
go: urmelested because they did not 
commit any overt act. This is a mis- 
take. If we want to get rid of anarch- 
ists we must suppress the men who 
train their followers up in the doctrines 
of anarchy. . 
have too much good sense to make it 
possible for anarchy to spread here, but 
that is no réason why we should allow 
a few had men to escape justice. State 
laws will take care of ordinary. crimi- 
nals, but we need a federal statute to 
cover this crime against society and 
government.

D. Hill the lawyers for the defense, 
urged an early trial.. They have always 
insisted upon an early trial and have sever- 
al times made strong pleadings with the 
court that these charges should not be al- 
lowed to hover over the head of Mr. Mc- 
Candless, an innocent man, 4s they claimed. 

Returning, from Chattanooga yesterday 
morning District Attorney Joe James found 
a letter awaiting him from Judge Newman 
consenting to having a nollie prosequi estab- 
lished in the eases. 

This letter was written by Judge Newman 
after receiving one from District Attorney 
Joe James recommending such a course 
by the court. And Mr. James’s letter to 
Judge Newman was written after a confer- 
ence with Captain Jackson. 

Last week District Attorney Joe James 
and Captain Jackson had quite a lengthy 
conference about the cases. They met in the 
office of Mr. James, and Mr. T. W. Rucker, 
assistant district attorney, was present and 
took part in the conference. 

They sifted the evidenee procured and 
attainable to its last analysis and went 
deeper into the case than ever before.

The discussion was opened by Mr. Moore, 
of the Industria] Union, who made a strong 
speech, the spirit of which was to oppose 
the plans that have been engaged in recent- 
ly by the authorities of state to combat the 
rebellious strikers in the coal regions. Their 
cause was right and they were conscientious 
in their efforts to get a fair settlement 
from the owners of the mines. 

The arbitrament of the sword, said he, 
belongs to the days of war, not of peace. 
The time has now come when all labor 
questions should be settled by friendly ar- 
bitrations. @e was in favor of the step 
taken by the New York meeting recently 
looking to the passage of a law by which 
there will always, in cases of labor distur- 
bances, be a board of arbitration .required 
by law to adjust the difficulties. 

His sentiments were applauded 
the echo. 

Mr. C. W. Evans, who was made chalr- 
man of the meeting, next called upon Cap- 
tain W. C. Shearer to sing a song, and the 
captain responded most happily. He made 
@ little speech, however, before entering 
upon the song. He said he wanted to en- 
dorse the sentiments of the speaker who 
had just preceded him.

Previously Published. 

Will Roper, the man who was shot by 
some moonshiners in Murray county two 
weeks ago and thrown in a copper pit, was 
brought to Atlanta yesterday and placed 
in the St. Joseph’s infirmary. 
He was brought to the city by.the deputy 
marshals who went up after him to save 
him from another experience with white- 
cappers. 

Roper’s story-corroborates the one pub- 
lished in The Constitution just after his 
rescue. He was seized, bound and carried 
around the mountain. His captors told 
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/him to pray, after which they shot him 
= threw him into a copper pit sixty feet 
eep. 

Long after the men had gone away from 
him he came to his senses and realized 
what had happened. He saw that he ¢ould 
never get out alone, and had to content 
himself with his lot. He heard a little 
stream of water trickling down and crawied 
under it and allowed the drops to fall into 
his mouth. But for this he would have 
died probably. 

He says the men came back to him one 
day while lying there and found him as he 
was. He saw them look down upon him 
and heard one of them say, “I believe he 
is alive yet.” But they went away without 
doing any further harm to him. 

The next day some little boys came by 
the pit while looking for cows to drive 
home, and peeped down at him. They did 
not dreaM of anything about the shooting, 
and were frightened almost to death to 
hear him groan. He says he was afraid 
to say, anything lest they might be in with 
his persecutors. 

But the boys went away and brought aid 
to him. When the men reached him they 
took him out and carried him home, where 
he rested, until the United States marshals, 
hearing of the trouble, went for him and 
brought him to Atlanta for treatment, lest 
the men might go back and finish their job 
of killing him. The deputies want his tes- 
timony against the men who shot him.

In his letter to Judge Newman Mr. James 
stated that he and Captain Jackson had 
thoroughly investigated the charges and 
the evidence they hoped to get and after 
all came to the conclusion that it was an 
empty case. 

Mr. James said that the trial of McCend- 
less would cost the government fully $2,000, 
and with such a poor case before them he 
and Captain Jackson did not think it wise 
to bring it to trial at such a great cost 
to the government. 

In his letter to Mr. James, ordering the 
case to be nol prossed, Judge Newman said 
that he knew full well the earnestness of 
the prosecuting attorneys. He said his 
knowledge of the case and his reliance upon 
the attorneys prosecuting it combined to 
cause him to conse to having the case 
against Mr. McCandless thrown out of 
court by issuing a nolle prosequi.

THE TESTS BEGUN. 


The Crematory Is Solving the Gar- 
bage Question for the City. 


The initial test of the city crematory 
was begun yesterday, and the result was 
as satisfactory as the test was novel and 
interesting. 

The system is a success beyond pread- 
venture and its adoption by Atlanta prom- 
ises not only to lower the mortality rate, 
but reduce greatly the appropriation now 
necessary for sanitary purposes. 

The garbage question has been a white 
elephant on the city’s hands for a long 
time and no little controversy has been 
engendered ‘thereby. It is a matter of 
congratulation that relief seems so near at 


hand. 
The crematory is a paragon of simplicity 
and at first sight demonstrates its effec- 


tiveness. 

It is located in a frame building two 
stories high and eighty-four feet long by 
fifty feet wide with corrugated steel cover- 
ing on the sides and a roof of Pennsyl- 
vania slate. 

The approaches are so constructed that 
carts enter the building on a level plane 
at the southwest corner and drive out at 
the north end after having dumped their 
loads. -The platform on which the carts 
drive is thirty feet wide by eighty-four 
feet long and level with the top of the 
furnaces. This makes it easy to drop all 
garbage into the furnaces on top. | 

The crematory consists of a combination 
of six furnaces, three on each side of the 
chimney or stack. The third furnace has a 
combustion chamber in the base of the 
stack and the entire draught from 
the other furnaces is drawn through this 
chamber, which is always Kept at an in- 
tense heat. 
The first public test of the crematory 
was begun at 9 o’clock yesterday morning, 
under the direction of Mr. M. M. Munslow, 
of Findley, O., an officer and heavy stock- 
holder in the crematory company. 

Up to 3 o'clock p. m., when The Consti- 
tution ‘reporter was there the crematory 
had destroyed forty-six cartloads of garb- 
age, 100 barrels of nightsoil, one cow and 
When it is stated that all this 
was disposed of without the slightest odor, 
will appear incredible. But it is a fact. 

The reporter, in company with several 
well-known: gentlemen, stood immediately 
over the mouths of the furnaces while sev- 
eral loads Of garbage and barrels of night- 
soil were dumped into them, and were un- 
able to detect the slightest unpleasant odor. 
This is due to the rush of air into the fur- 
nace when the tops are removed to admit 
the garbage. 

A large cow, which was dumped into the 
furnaces yesterday, was completely cre- 
mated in twenty-four minutes, while sev- 
eral dogs disappeared within a few mo- 
ments. 

The entire crematory is operated by three 
men, and the amount of coal consumed in 
keeping up the fires is from one to three 
tons per day. As a fertilizer the ashes 
from the furnaces are worth about $20 per 
ton. 

With three or four crematories witn 
one-half the capacity each of the one now 
in operation erected in different sections of 
the city not provided for, the city would 
be enabled to dispense with a large number 
of laborers and teams, thereby curtailing 
the expense of the sanitary department to 


SWORE TO KILL HIM. 


A Heard County Farmer Has a Narrow 
Escape from Death. 


FIRED AT THREE TIMES FROM AMBUSH 


He Had Testified Against the Moonshiners 
and They Wanted Revenge—The Con- 
spirators Before Judge Broyles. 


Seaborn Camp, Bas Banks, Charley Hoff- 
man and Guy Hoffman, a fierce quartet 
from Heard county, were given a prelim- 
inary hearing before Judge Nash Broyles 
yesterday upon the. charge of‘ conspiracy, 
and were bound over to trial in the United 
States court, bail being fixed at $3,000 eacn. 

These men are the last of one of the most 
notorious gang of moonshiners that ever 
operated in north Georgia, and the crime 
upon which they will be tried is a thrilling 
climax to a long series of desperate deeds. 

The gang, which was made up chiefly of 
the Hoffmans and Bankses, confined their 
operations to Heard county, and during the 
past two years ‘hey have illicitly manu- 
factured a limitless amount of the essence 
of corn. Both of these families have al- 
ways been regarded as well off and law- 
abiding. 

Until January no one thought that they 
were in any way connected with the asso- 
ciation for the manufacture of mountain 
dew, but the prevalence of jugs and jags 
among the young men of the neighborhood 
caused their solicitous parents much alarm. 
Tom Thomson, a youth.of fourteen, was 
one of these bibulous sons and his father, 
Mr. Green Thomson, who is one of the 
most prosperous planters in the county, de- 
termined to investigate matters. 

He discovered that the Banks boys were 
running a stil) of the moonshine variety 
about a mile from his house, and it was to 
this resort that his son owed his hilarity. 
Mr. Thomson made a report to the revenue 
authorities, and the following week the 
still and its contents were destroyed. The 
moonshincrs made their escape. Then came 
a series of reports and a corresponding 
number of successful raids, for the good 
people of Heard were on to the game and 
were determined to wipe out the gang. 
Since January at least ten have been con- 
victed, and this was nmtainly accomplished 
through the efforts of Mr. Thomson. 

For their final trial the moonshiners came 
up in the United States court which con- 
vened in Columbus abeut two weeks ago. 
Mr. Thomson was summoned as one of the 
main witnesses, and upon his testimony 
the fate of the fellows hung. The day be- 
fore leaving home he received a peculiar 
epistle. It was written in a scrawling 
hand and artistically decorated along the 
borders with skull and cross bones, done in 
red ink. 

‘Say anything against the boys,’’ it read, 
“and your name is death.’ After numer- 
ous threats of a serious nature, it con- 
cluded: ‘‘You may be buried in Heard 
county, but you shall never live there.’ 

Mr. Thomson, who is a brave man, 
laughed at the letter, thinking it a huge 
bluff. He left the next day for Columbus, 
testified against the men and witnessed 
their sentence. 

Last week he returned home. 
and its contents were forgotten. But one 
afternoon just about dark, as Mr. Thom- 
son was returning from the pasture, which 
was two miles distant from his home, pass- 
ing along a secluded and dark part of the 
road, a rifle shot rang out just in front of 
him. The ball whizzed dangerously near 
his head, and as he was unarmed he turned 
his horse’s head about and rode in a rapid 
gait in the opposite direction. 

This was proof positive that the letter 
which he had received meant business, and 
Mr. Thomson prepared accordingly. Fear- 
ing an attack at night, he sent for his 
brother, Mr. J. M. Thomson, who lives in 
Newnan. For several days no trouble oc- 
curred, and it was beginning to look as if 
the matter had passed over. But a despe- 
rate and more determined effort was made 
Sunday afternoon to kill both Mr. Thomson 
and his brother. 

They had returned from church and were 
sitting on the porch quietly conversing, 
when three more shots were fired at them. 
The men who did the shooting were con- 
cealed in a thicket which fronted the house. 
None of the balls took effect, but one of the 
windows was shattered. 

The next night as Mr. J. M. Thomson 
went out.to see after the watering of the 
stock he came upon three men in the rear 
of the house. They scattered when they 
saw him, but not too soon to go unrecog- 
nized. 

Marshal Dunlap was notified and Mon- 
day the deputies captured Seaborn Camp, 
Bas Banks, Charles Hoffman and Sug Hoff- 
man. All of them are young men of a des- 
perate appearance and conducted them- 
selves during the preliminary hearing with 
a swaggering defiance. Bas Banks was the 
only one able to put up the bond of $3,000, 
and the rest were carried to Columbus, 
where they will remain until the trial be- 
fore the federal court. 
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WHO IS THE GIRL? 


A Young Girl Comes Under the Custody 
of Chief Connolly. 

To find the parents and the home of a 
young girl apparently sixteen years old, 
wearing a dark sailor hat and attired in a 
fitting shirt waist and black skirt which 
reaches nearly to the tops of her tan shoes, 
v-as the problem which faced Chief Connol- 
ly yesterday. 

The girl came to Atlanta from Chattanoo- 
ga yesterday morning and was driven at 
once to a place of questionable repute. A 
telephone message to the chief detective’s 
office from the place at 1 o’clock, told of 
her presence there and she was brought at 
once to the office of Cnief Connolly. 

Here amidst a profusion of tears and sobs 
she told her gruesome tale of woe. 

‘My name is Nellie Crawford,” she said, 
“and I left Chattanooga this morning at 2 
o’clock. I left home because my father 
treated me badly and because he told me 
that I could not stay at home. My father is 
named George Crawford. He is a real estate 
dealer and does contract work. He has al- 
ways been good to me, but since I have been 
behaving badly he has treated me very 
meanly and told me to leave home. My 
father knew that I was going to leave 
Chattanooga yesterday and told me that I 
could visit by brother who lives in Mobile. 
I have lived in Chattanooga all my life and 
know all of the people there.” 

All of this the girl related in a nervous 
and excited manner, seemingly anxious to 
tell all before being interrupted. She was 


| questioned closely concerning her past life, 


but all of her replies were evasive. She 
finally acknowledged that a young man 
bought her ticket to Atlanta and promised 
to meet her here tomorrow. His name she 
refused emphatically to tell. 

She refused also to give her father’s ad- 
dress and declared that she would never 
go back to Chattanooga.

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MRS. BERNARD MALLON DEAD. 


Her Remains Will Reach the City 
This Morning at 9 O’clock. 


Mrs. Bernard Mallon, one of the leading 
educators of the south and a lady beloved 
in this city, where the greater part of her 
life since the war has been passed, died, 
after a short illness, at Clarkesville, Ga., 
last night at 7 o'clock. ; 

This sati intelligence will be read with 
sorrow by the many friends of Mrs. Mallon 
in this city and throughout the country. 
Nearly every one was apprised of her ill- 
ness, but few had any thought of its un- 
happy termination. 

Mrs. Mallon was born at Providence, R. 
I., about fifty years ago and came to 
Georgia just before the war. For quite a 
while she taught schvol in Savannah, Ga., 
and while there became the wife of Mr. 
Bernard Mallon, the superintendent of the 
public schools of that city. Mr. Mallon 
established the public school system of 
Savannah. 

In 1872 Mr. Mallon came to Atlanta and 
accepted the superintendency of the public 
schools of this city. He died about fifteen 
years ago and was buried in Oakland 
cemetery. The mother of Mrs. Mallon died 
about six months ago in the city of New 
York. 

Mrs. Mallon leaves two sisters, Mrs. 
Huntington, of New York, and Mrs. Dr. 
Charters, of Savannah. In her private life 
Mrs. Mallon was a woman of beautiful 
character and many unselfish traits adorn- 
ed the station which she occupied. For 
several years she has been a member of 
the faculty of Miss Hanna’s selected schoo! 
and was one of the most thorough educa- 
tors in the city. At one time she taught 
in the Washington seminary. 

The remains will be taken to the resi- 
dence of Dr. R. D. Spalding this morning 
and the interment will be in Oakland ceme- 
tery. 

Mrs. “Mallon left the city about two 
weeks ago, at the end of the school term, 
enjoying the best of health. She antici- 
pated a quiet summer at the Mountainview 
hotel, intending to return and resume her 
place in the school in the fall. 

Last week she was suddenly stricken just 
after passing a pleasant day. It was ap- 
parent from the first that she could not 
live and several of her Atlanta friends 
hurried to her bedside.

A Young Atlanta Boy Dies in a New 
Jersey City. 

James Boyd, a seventeen-year-old boy, 
of this city, was found yesterday in the 
company of two men under a tree in Craw- 
ford, N. J. He was very badly injured.

Two years ago he Jeft At- 
lanta for Texas and since then has resided 
there. His son, who is the one supposed to 
have been killed, was a nice looking boy 
and at this time would be about seventeen 
years old. 

Several months ago Mr. Scot Sowers, tis 
uncle, who also lives on Marietta street, re- 
ceived a letter from his brother saying 
that his son Jim, nad left him and was sup- 
posed to be in Atlanta again. 

Mr. Sowers made persistent inquiry in the 
city, but failed to find out anything about 
him, Since then nothing has been heard 
from the boy, and his parents in Texas have 


been solicitous as to his whereabouts. A 
telegram to New Jersey last night failed to 
disclose anything as to the young man’s 
parentage, but the proof seems positive that 
it is the young man referred to.

¢ial relief from the drought has been furn- 
shed by local showers and thunderstorms. 
relief is only partial, as the amount 


ef rain has nowhere been sufficient to wet 


the ground very deeply, and the rainfall 
has varied greatly in different localities. 
There are even some points where practi- 
cally no rain has yet fallen and a nine 
weeks’ drought is still unbroken. The 
need is still great for a general, penetrat- 
ing rain. As a result of the many unto- 
ward circumstances of the previous weeks 
ef the season, corn and cotton are small, 
and it scarcely seems possible that the 
most favorable weather in the future can 
roduce average crops. Root -crops may 
urn out better, but they are backward.
